Million 2nd 
Vaccine Shot 


Polio Deaths Drop 46 
Per Cent Below Lost 
Year, Survey Shows

WASHINGTON (/P) — Doctors 
have given over a million Ameri­ 
can you n gsters their secon d Salk 
polio vaccin e shots, with the Sou th 
leadin g the way. 
All told, 6 V2 million first an d 
secon d-graders received 
a first 
shot. 
Somewhere arou n d 60 to T§ per 
cen t of those with access to the 
secon d shot have had it. 
These figu res were tu rn ed 
today in a n ation wide su rvey co n » 
du cted by The Associated Press. 
It showed: 
1. The number o f po lio fa ­ 
ta lities ha s dro pped 4 6 per 
cent belo w la st y ea r’s lev el. 
In the key sta tes supply ing se­ 
co nd sho ts, the decline ha s 
been 6 5 per cent. 
2. Of 6H millio n ino cula t­ 
ed y o ungsters there ha v e been 
24 7 ca ses o f the disea se a nd 
nine ha v e died o f it. 
3 . Outside the So uth, there 
ha s been co nsidera ble resis­ 
ta nce to la unching the seco nd- 
sho t ca mpa ign, which wa s de­ 
la y ed 
by 
uncerta inty 
a nd 
sho rta ge o f v a ccine. Eighteen 
o f the 48 sta tes a re wa iting 
fo r fa ll to renew the ca m­ 
pa ign. Few sta tes ha v e ma de 
a ny pla ns fo r a third injec­ 
tio n. 
These figu res were tabu lated on 
the basis of n early complete re­ 
ports from the 48 states an d the 
District of Colu mbia:

It is impossible, of cou rse, to 
draw defin itive con clu sion s from 
the statistics, sin ce some figu res 
are ten tative, they have n ot been 
evalu ated scien tifically, an d the 
possibility of coin ciden ce is too 
stron g. 
Fa ta lities Reduced 
There can be n o dou bt, however, 
that the n u mber of polio fatali­ 
ties has been redu ced sharply from 
the level of last year, a fairly av­ 
erage year. 
Biggest declin e in deaths has 
been in the eight states which 
have given 75 per cen t of the re­ 
ported secon d shot. Of those eight, 
seven are 
Sou thern 
or border 
states. They are Florida, Georgia, 
Lou isian a, Mississippi, Oklahoma, 
Sou th Carolin a an d West Virgin ia. 
The eighth is Californ ia. 
Three Sho ts 
Vaccin e 
experts 
have 
said 
three shots are requ ired to pro­ 
vide most effective immu n ity. The 
in jection program of two shots 
for first an d secon d-graders is 
bein g carried ou t an d fin an ced by 
the Nation al Fou n dation for In ­ 
fan tile Paralysis. It has an n ou n c­ 
ed n o plan to provide third shots. 
Most states wen t ahead with 
the first shots shortly after the 
first batches of vaccin e were made 
available last April. Bu t when an 
ou tbreak of polio amon g vaccin at­ 
ed person s was disclosed, the pro­ 
gram was en ded abru ptly. 
Su rgeon 
Gen eral 
Leon ard A. 
Scheele has said there is “stron g 
presu mptive eviden ce” that these 
cases resu lted from fau lty vac­ 
cin e bu t the govern men t has n ot 
yet made a fin al report. 
It has 
promised a report n ext week.

It is in terestin g to n ote, from stories comin g ou t of Jefferson City, 
i that the Missou ri W elfare Division has employed a n u m ber of in ­ 
vestigators to determin e w hether or n ot certain charges of frau d 
'in con n ection with welfare activities are tru e. 
I 
Of these n ew employees of the Welfare Division , it is reported 
'that seven teen are to be assign ed to w'ork in seven cou n ties of 
¡Sou thast Missou ri. Others are to be assign ed to St. Lou is an d K an ­ 
sas City. 
• 
Well-fou n ded charges have been made that, amon g other frau ds 
I committed in order to get u n deservin g people on relief rolls, fath­ 
ers have deserted their families an d left them so destitu te that 
relief was n ecessary for their su pport. Ru mors close akin to facts 
have been made that some of these desertin g fathers were en cou r­ 
aged, directly or in directly, by welfare workers, to absen t them ­ 
selves so that their children might become eligible for aid-to-de- 
pen den t-children fu n ds. 
In man y cases the desertin g fathers were reported as havin g 
been n ear en ou gh to home base to sire other children , withou t con ­ 
tribu tin g to their su pport, an d they,, too, were added to relief rolls. 
This an d other n ewspapers of the State have repeatedly called 
atten tion to charges of su ch frau ds bein g committed In order to 
secu re welfare fu n ds. This an d other n ewspapers have also called 
atten tion to other frau ds committed by those seekin g relief fu n ds 
for themselves or for others. 
Perhaps the most pern iciou s of all the frau ds bein g committed— 
an d these frau ds are committed in great n u mber—are those in volv­ 
in g illegitimate children . There is a well fou n ded belief in Mis­ 
sou ri that hu n dreds of u n scru pu lou s women are produ cin g illegiti­ 
mate children almost as fast as possible in order to get them on 
relief rolls of the Welfare Division . Also, it is believed that certain 
men are available to sire su ch illegitimate children . There is n o 
dou bt abou t the prevalen ce of this pern iciou s practice. 
A deplorable fact in con n ection with the above men tion ed frau ds 
is that heretofore welfare workers have pooh-poohed charges of 
su ch frau ds an d have given little or n o cooperation to those makin g 
su ch charges an d willin g to su bstan tiate them. 
It is the earn est hope of all good citizen s that these alleged in ­ 
vestigators will do the job they have been appoin ted to do, an d that 
n o charges of “w hite-w ash” can tru thfu lly be made again st them. 
The people of Sou theast Missou ri especially have been amazed 
at the amou n ts bein g spen t for relief in this an d other parts of 
Missou ri du rin g on e of the greatest eras of prosperity the cou n try 
has ever kn own . This an d other n ewspapers of the State have pu b­ 
lished the su ms spen t for relief an d man y papers have commen ted 
in the en ormity of those su ms. 
The Welfare Departm en t of Missou ri owes to the people, who 
are payin g for the heavy relief expen ditu res, to in vestigate these 
reports an d charges of frau d. 
The report that prosecu tin g attorn eys will be expected an d u rged 
to take action in case of frau d is n ot to be taken seriou sly. Officials 
of the Welfare Division kn ow fu ll well that records of su ch frau d 
exists on ly in the files of that Division , an d, accordin g to the wel­ 
fare laws of Missou ri, can n ot be admitted in cou rt or u sed in legal 
action s. It is most deplorable an d u n democratic that the welfare 
laws of the State have su ch a provision . 
The alleged frau ds mu st be corrected by the Welfare Division 
itself, if at all, u n less an d u n til the Missou ri Legislatu re chan ges 
the welfare laws so that records of frau ds are available to peace of­ 
ficers an d are admissable in cou rt. So far the Legislatu re has fail­ 
ed to do this. 
The people of Missou ri will welcome a thorou gh an d hon est 
in vestigation of frau d in obtain in g welfare fu n ds. If the in vesti­ 
gation is made thorou ghly an d hon estly, then the taxpayers will 
n ot gru mble at the cost of the in creased n u mber of welfare w ork­ 
ers, becau se the taxpayers can well believe su ch in vestigation will 
resu lt in a decreased n u mber of relief recipien ts an d 
a correspon d­ 
in gly lighten in g of the tax load for man y years to come.

Ju st what effect the n ew law 
con cern in g the respon sibilky for 
su pport of aban don ed children will 
have or w hether it will materially 
redu ce the in creasin g n u mber of 
cases tu rn ed over to the state for 
fin an cial aid is highly problemati­ 
cal, Weber Gilmore, prosecu tin g 
attorn ey of Scott cou n ty, said to­ 
day. 
“This office,” he decaired, “has 
always been ready to prosecu te 
an y cases sen t to u s by the Cou n ty 
Welfare office an d we will con tin ­ 
u e to do so. 
“As lon g as the state provides 
fin an cial assistan ce to person s who 
can ’t or won ’t su pport their chil­ 
dren , child aban don men t an d ille­ 
gitimacy, in my opin ion , will con ­ 
tin u e at its presen t rate or will 
in crease.” 
Effectiv e August 29 
However, Gilmore poin ted ou t, 
the n ew law, which becomes effec­ 
tive Au g. 29 , makin g the mother 
equ ally respon sible for the su pport 
of her children , legal or illegiti­ 
mate, may help some. 
Gilmore said that, except 
in 
some exception al cases, most child 
aban don men t stems 
from 
cases 
where the child was illegitimate 
an d whose mother applied 
for 
state aid an d n amed some man as 
the child's father. 
Cu stomarily a crimin al charge 
is filed again st the alleged father 
an d if con vin ced, he is compelled 
to pay cou rt costs plu s a certain 
per cen t of his earn in gs 
to su p­ 
port his child, or children , with a 
su spen ded sen ten ce which wou ld 
be in voked if he failed to live u p 
to the cou rt's orders. 
The catch is, he con tin u ed, that 
in some 9 0 per cen t of su ch cases, 
the alleged father can n ot be fou n d 
or, if he is, he is jobless an d u s­ 
u ally can n ot be proven to be the 
father of the child. 
It is en tirely possible that u n ­ 
der the n ew law the mother can 
be compelled to do more to su p­ 
port her offsprin g, if she is able 
to, an d thu s redu ce the aid from 
the state. 
As yet Gilmore said, his office 
has n ot received the letter report­ 
ed to have been sen t ou t by Proc­ 
tor N. Carter, state director of 
welfare, to all prosecu tin g attor­ 
n eys, askin g their co-operation in 
a stricter en forcemen t of the law. 
“Natu rally,” Gilmore said, “when 
we receive su ch a letter this office 
wou ld, as a m atter of cou rse, co­ 
operate fu lly with the state in ev­ 
ery respect.”

Daniel represented godly leader­ 
ship. He had pu rposed in his heart 
that he wou ld not defile his body, 
and he was always tru e to the 
God who gave life to his body. God 
rewarded him with wisdom and 
effective leadership.

W ELFARE DEPARTM ENT TO INVESTIGATE FRAUD 


It is interesting to note, fro m stories com ing out of Je fferso n City, 
th a t th e Missouri W elfare D ivision has em ployed a n u m b e r of in ­ 
vestigators to d eterm in e w h e th e r or n o t certain charges of frau d 
in connection w ith w elfare activities are true. 
Of these n ew em ployees of th e W elfare Division, it is rep o rted 
th a t seventeen are to be assigned to w o rk in seven counties of 
S o u th ast Missouri. O th ers are to be assigned to St. Louis an d K a n ­ 
sas City. 
W ell-founded charges h av e b een m ad e that, am ong o th er frau d s 
com m itted in o rd er to get u n d eserv in g people on relief rolls, fa th ­ 
ers h av e deserted th e ir fam ilies an d left them so d estitute th a t 
' relief w as necessary for th e ir support. R um ors close akin to facts 
have been m ade th a t som e of these d eserting fathers w ere en c o u r­ 
aged, directly or indirectly, by w elfa re w orkers, to ab sen t th e m ­ 
selves so th a t their ch ild ren m ig h t becom e eligible for a id -to -d e - 
p en d en t-ch ild re n funds. 
In m a n y cases the d esertin g fath e rs w ere reported as h av in g 
been n e a r enough to h om e base to sire o ther children, w ith o u t con­ 
trib u tin g to their support, an d they,, too, w ere added to relief rolls. 
This an d other n ew sp a p ers of the S tate have rep eated ly called 
atten tio n to charges of such fra u d s being com m itted in o rd er to 
secure w elfare funds. T his an d o th er new spapers have also called 
atten tio n to o ther frau d s co m m itted by those seeking relief funds 
for them selves or for others. 
P erh a p s the m ost pernicious of all th e frauds being co m m itted — 
an d these frauds are com m itted in g rea t n u m b e r— are those involv­ 
ing illegitim ate children. T h ere is a w ell founded belief in M is­ 
souri th a t h u n d red s of u n scru p u lo u s w om en are producing illegiti­ 
m ate children alm ost as fast as possible in order to get th e m on 
relief rolls of the W elfare Division. Also, it is believed th a t certain 
m en a re available to sire such illegitim ate children. T h ere is no 
d o u b t ab o u t the prevalence of this pernicious practice. 
A deplorable fact in connection w ith th e above m entioned frau d s 
is th a t heretofore w elfare w o rk e rs h av e pooh-poohed charges of 
such frau d s and have given little or no cooperation to those m ak in g 
such charges and w illing to su b stan tiate them . 
It is the earn est hope of all good citizens th a t these alleged in ­ 
vestigators will do the jo b they h av e been appointed to do, an d th a t 
no charges of “w h ite -w a sh ” can tru th fu lly be m ade against them . 
T he people of S o u th east M issouri especially have been am azed 
at th e am o u n ts being sp en t for relief in this and other p arts of 
M issouri du rin g one of the grea test eras of prosperity the co u n try 
has ev er knowm. This an d o th e r new sp ap ers of the State h av e p u b ­ 
lished the sum s spent for relief an d m an y papers have co m m en ted 
in the e n o rm ity of those sum s. 
T h e W elfare D ep a rtm en t of M issouri owes to the people, w h o 
are paying for th e h eav y relief expenditures, to investigate these 
rep o rts and charges of fraud. 
T he rep o rt th a t prosecuting atto rn ey s will be expected an d urged 
to tak e action in case of frau d is not to be ta k en seriously. Officials 
of the W elfare Division know full well th a t records of such fra u d 
exists only in the files of th a t Division, and, according to th e w el­ 
fare law s of M issouri, can n o t be adm itted in court or used in legal 
actions. It is m ost d eplorable an d undem ocratic that the w elfare 
laws of the S tate have such a provision. 
T h e alleged frauds m u st be corrected by the W elfare Division 
itself, if at all, unless an d u n til the M issouri Legislature changes 
the w elfa re laws so th a t records of frauds are available to peace o f­ 
ficers an d are adm issable in court. So far the L egislature h as fail­ 


ed to do this. 
T he people of M issouri will welcome a thorough and honest 
investigation of fra u d in obtaining w elfare funds. If the in vesti­ 
gation is m ad e thoroughly and honestly, then the ta x p ay e rs will; 
not g ru m b le a t th e cost of th e increased n u m b e r of w elfare w o rk - j 
ers, because th e ta x p ay e rs can well believe such investigation will 
resu lt in a decreased n u m b e r of relief recipients and a corresp o n d -] 
ingly lightening of the tax load for m an y years to come.

Somewhere around CO to 7® per 
cent of those with access to the 
second shot have had it. 
These figures were turned 
today in a nationwide survey coo® 
ducted by The Associated Press. 
It showed: 
1. The number of polio fa­ 
talities has dropped 46 per 
cent below last year’s level. 
In the key states supplying se­ 
cond shots, the decline has 
been 65 per cent. 
2. Of 6 'i million inoculat­ 
ed youngsters there have been 
247 cases of the disease and 
nine have died of it. 
3. Outside the South, there 
has been considerable resis­ 
tance to launching the second- 
shot campaign, which was de­ 
layed 
by 
uncertainty 
and 
shortage of vaccine. Eighteen 
of the 48 states are waiting 
for fall to renew the cam­ 
paign. Few states have made 
any plans for a third injec­ 
tion. 
These figures were tabulated on 
the basis of nearly complete re ­ 
ports from the 48 states and the 
District of Columbia: 
Given shot No. I—6.458.996 
Given shot No. 2— 1,080,329 
Polio deaths this year— 191 
Polio deaths to this time last 
year—355. 
It is impossible, of course, to 
draw definitive conclusions from 
the statistics, since some figures 
are tentative, they have not been 
evaluated scientifically, and the 
possibility of coincidence is too 
strong. 
Fatalities Reduced 
There can be no doubt, however, 
that the num ber of polio fatali­ 
ties has been reduced sharply from 
the level of last year, a fairly av­ 
erage year. 
Biggest decline in deaths has 
been in the eight states which 
have given 75 per cent of the re ­ 
ported second shot. Of those eight, 
seven 
are 
Southern 
or 
border 
states. They are Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina and West Virginia. 
The eighth is California. 
Three Shots 
Vaccine 
experts 
have 
said 
three shots are required to pro­ 
vide most effective immunity. The 
injection program of two shots 
for first 
and 
second-graders 
is 
being carried out and financed by 
the National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis. It has announc­ 
ed no plan to provide third shots. 
Most states went ahead with 
the first shots shortly after the 
first batches of vaccine w ere made 
available last April. But when an 
outbreak of polio among vaccinat­ 
ed persons was disclosed, the pro­ 
gram was ended abruptly.

General 
Leonard A. 
Scheele has said there is “strong 
presumptive evidence” that these 
cases resulted from faulty vac­ 
cine but the government has not 
yet made a final report. 
It has

WELFARE DEPARTMENT TO INVESTIGATE FRAUD 


; 
It is interesting to note, from stories coming out of Jefferson City, 
that the Missouri W elfare Division has employed a num ber of in- 
I vestigators to determine w hether or not certain charges of fraud 
in connection with welfare activities are true. 
Of these new employees of the Welfare Division, it is reported 
that seventeen are to be assigned to w'ork in seven counties of 
iSouthast Missouri. Others are to be assigned to St. Louis and K an ­ 
s a s City. 
i 
Well-founded charges have been made that, among other frauds 
! committed in order to get undeserving people on relief rolls, fath­ 
ers have deserted their families and left them so destitute that 
relief was necessary for their support. Rumors close akin to facts 
have been made that some of these deserting fathers were encour­ 
aged, directly or indirectly, by welfare workers, to absent them ­ 
selves so that their children might become eligible for aid-to-de- 
pendent-children funds. 
In many cases the deserting fathers were reported as having 
been near enough to home base to sire other children, without con­ 
tributing to their support, and they,, too, were added to relief rolls. 
This and other new spapers of the State have repeatedly called 
attention to charges of such frauds being committed in order to 
secure welfare funds. This and other newspapers have also called 
attention to other frauds committed by those seeking relief funds 
for themselves or for others. 
Perhaps the most pernicious of all the frauds being committed— 
and these frauds are committed in great num ber—are those involv­ 
ing illegitimate children. There is a well founded belief in Mis­ 
souri that hundreds of unscrupulous women are producing illegiti­ 
mate children almost as fast as possible in order to get them on 
relief rolls of the W elfare Division. Also, it is believed that certain 
men are available to sire such illegitimate children. There is no 
doubt about the prevalence of this pernicious practice. 
A deplorable fact in connection with the above mentioned frauds 
is that heretofore welfare workers have pooh-poohed charges of 
such frauds and have given little or no cooperation to those making 
such charges and willing to substantiate them. 
It is the earnest hope of all good citizens that these alleged in­ 
vestigators will do the job they have been appointed to do, and that 
no charges of “w hite-w ash” can truthfully be made against them. 
The people of Southeast Missouri especially have been amazed 
at the amounts being spent for relief in this and other parts of 
Missouri during one of the greatest eras of prosperity the country 
has ever known. This and other newspapers of the State have pub­ 
lished the sums spent for relief and m any papers have commented 
in the enormity of those sums. 
The Welfare D epartm ent of Missouri owes to the people, who 
are paying for the h eav y relief expenditures, to investigate these 
reports and charges of fraud. 
The report that prosecuting attorneys will be expected and urged 
to take action in case of fraud is not to be taken seriously. Officials 
of the Welfare Division know full well that records of such fraud 
exists only in the files of that Division, and, according to the w el­ 
fare laws of Missouri, cannot be admitted in court or used in legal 
actions. It is most deplorable and undemocratic that the welfare 
laws of the State have such a provision. 
The alleged frauds m ust be corrected by the Welfare Division 
itself, if at all, unless and until the Missouri Legislature changes 
the w elfare laws so that records of frauds are available to peace of­ 
ficers and are admissable in court. So far the Legislature has fail­ 
ed to do this. 
The people of Missouri will welcome a thorough and honest 
investigation of fraud in obtaining welfare funds, lf the investi­ 
gation is made thoroughly and honestly, then the taxpayers \\ ill 
not grumble at the cost of the increased num ber of welfare w o rk­ 
ers, because the taxpayers can well believe such investigation will 
result in a decreased num ber of relief recipients and a correspond- 
ingly lightening of the tax load for m any years to come.

Of Daniel

The story of the “ handwriting on 
the wall” during a feast of King 
Belshazzar of Babylon and some 
of his higher officials is one that 
is familiar to those of Jewish and 
Christian faiths. 
Briefly, King Belshazzar, g ran d ­ 
son of King Nebuchadrezzar, and 
a thousand of his officers had tu rn, 
ed a banquet into a drunken rev­ 
elry and had 
desecrated 
sacred 
vessels that had been taken by 
Nebuchadrezzar from the temple 
at Jerusa lem , 
by 
drinking 
wine 
from them 
During 
the 
revelry 
Belshazzar had 
seen 
a 
moving 
hand write three words on the wall 
of his banquet hall. 
Failing to understand the m e a n ­ 
ing of the written words, Belshaz­ 
zar first summoned his wise men 
and offered great reward for the 
one who couki tell their meaning. 
After the wise men had failed to 
do so, Daniel, a Hebrew of high 
rank in the kingdom, was called 
and he gave the interpretation of 
the words as meaning that Bel, 
shazzar had been weighed a n d 
found wanting and that his king- 
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dom was finished. D aniel’s inter­ 
pretation proved to be correct. 
The story of Belshazzar’s drunk­ 
en feast is often used as a lesson 
on temperance, and it has been so 
designated 
by 
the 
International 
Sunday School Lesson Committee. 
I think it includes more than a 
lesson on the evils of intem pe r­ 
ance. It seems there are four out, 
standing propositions involved. 
1. Belshazzar sinned in polluting 
the sacred vessels of the temple 
that had been destroyed at J e r ­ 
usalem by his grandfather. 
These vessels had been conse, 
crated for use in G od’s holy t e m ­ 
ple. The Jews 
considered 
it 
a 
great sin to use them for a n y 
other purpose. 
But, if it was a sin to drink in­ 
toxicants out of these vessels, then 
it is a sin to drink them out of any 
vessels. All 
vessels 
come 
from 
God. All have been consecrated for 
a useful purpose. All arc sacred 
in his sight, and God will not hold 
guiltless anyone who misuses any 
of his created things. How much 
more necessary is it then that vve 
shall keep clean and free from 
pollution of intemperance our bod, 
ies, which the Savior of Men d e­ 
clared are the “ temples of the 
holy spirit.” 
2. Belshazzar sinned in conduct­ 


or our H eavenly King and as kings 
of our own souls. 
4. Only Daniel - the - Righteous 
could read the signs of the tim es 
and had the courage to do it.

Gettysburg ha> done the tactfud, 
dignified thing. It found out what 
the President wanted, then tried 


to give it to him. 
It made him welcome

Presbyterian Church, where L in ­ 
coln worshipped that memorable 
day in 1863. The Gettysburg Coun­ 
try Club opened to him, and most 
good days when he’s here see the 
President happily careening over 
the golf course in one of the color­ 
fully fainted go-carts which the 
club just happened to buy after it 
found out he liked them.

Some folks here have worked up 
a lather over a report, published 
recently in a magazine, that the 
porches of houses overlooking the 
golf course are in demand as bal­ 
cony scats when the President is 
playing.

enough rest at home. Otherwise 
she should be in the hospital* where 
she will receive treatment to a r­ 
rest the disease. She will need a 
longer period of rest after delivery 
than other women. 
With proper treatment, there is 
little danger that the baby will be 


born with tuberculosis. To prevent 
infection of the newborn child the 
mother cannot be allowed to care 
for her baby as long as her discase 
is active. All these 
precautions 
can bo taken if the TB is known. 
The greatest danger to both mother 
and child lies in undiscovered tu­ 
berculosis. Every pregnant woman 
should have a chest x-ray as soon 
as her condition is known.
